OF COURAGE

By Hora ce B. Powe ll 
“ My He a ve nly Home Is Bright 
a nd Fa ir’’ 


For Christians who know their 
Bibles, there is no verse of scrip­ 
ture more familiar than that in St. 
John 14:2, in which Jesus told His 
disciples 
of 
the 
eternal 
home 
which Ho was to prepare for them 
in heaven. He said: 
“In my Father’s house are many 
mansions: If it w'ere not so, I 
would have told you. I go to pre­ 
pare a place for you. And if I go to 
prepare a place for you, I will 
come again, and receive you unto 
Myself; that where I am, there ye 
may be also.” 


The “heavenly home” of which 
the Rev. William Hunter sang in 
his popular hymn, cited above, is 
believed to have been inspired by 
Jesus’ promise. The hymn appear­ 
ed just about a century ago in a 
booklet of songs which Mr. Hunter 
brought out under the title, “Se­ 
lect Melodies.” It was a great nine­ 
teenth century favorite. 
Hunter came to America from 
Ireland in his teens, was graduat­ 
ed from Madison College in 1833 
and became a prominent pastor 
and 
leader 
in 
the 
Methodist 
Church. For a number of years 
after finishing college he served 
as professor of Hebrew and Bible 
literature at 
Allegheny College. 


; Later he was editor of the Pitts­ 
burgh (Pa.) Christian Advocate, 
j a Methodist publication. 
It was during this editorship 
that he found time to write and 
publish his second and third vol­ 
umes of hymns. One of these, 
bearing the caption, “Minstrel of 
Zion,” came out in 1 8 4 5 ; the oth­ 
er, “Songs of Devotion,” appeared 
in 1 8 6 0 . 
In 1876, a year before his death, 
Mr. Hunter was given 
a 
high 
honor by the general conference 
of his denomination; he was chos­ 
en with eleven others to serve on 
a committee which revised the 
Methodist hymnal. 


Deborah was one of the earlier 
Judges of Israel. In the Book of 
Judges she is mentioned as the 
fourth. 
First mention of Deborah comes 
when Israel is in one of its many 
times of trouble— trouble because 
of the oppression by those heathen 
tribes permitted to dwell in the 
land from which God and His ser­ 
vant 
Moses 
had 
ordered 
them 
driven. 
It is stated that the Canaanites, 
with Jabin as king and Sisera as 
leader of their army, had oppress­ 
ed Israel for 20 years. 
In rapid succession the record 
reveaLs that the people of Israel 
cried unto the Lord because of the 
oppression; that Deborah who is 
called a prophetess judging Israel 
from a seat of judgment under a 
palm tree near Bethel, called Ba ­ 
rak of the tribe of Naphtali to as­ 
semble an army to oppose the 
Canaanites and promised that she 
would deliver the enemy into his 


hand; that Barak refused to go to 
battle unless Deborah went with 
him; that Deborah did so and led 
the Israelites to a great victory 
near Mount Tabor, and that an­ 
other woman, Jael, killed Sisera, 
leader of the enemy forces. 
We are not told anything about 
the early life of Deborah, but, in 
her song of triumph following the 
defeat of the enemy, she stressed 
the fact that she was a mother. 
What greater vocation could she 
have had! 
Deborah probably started her 
career as a world figure by um­ 
piring a game of tag or hide-and- 
seek between her own and her 
neighbor’s children. She was one 
of those good women of whom we i 
have many, who was a sort of ad­ 
viser for her neighbors—one in j 
whom the people had confidence j 
and to whom they went for ad-1 
vice, for sympathy, for comfort,! 
for 
encouragement. 
Most 
real i 
mothers are like that to some de- 1 
gree. 
Deborah was a real mother. She 
had become so well known for her 
good common 
sense, her broad 
sympathy and her intense loyalty 
that she just naturally came into 
the office of judge. Like manyl 
pioneers in office, she held court 
under a big tree. 
One 
of 
the 
paintings 
which 
adorn the beautiful state capitol 
of 
Missouri 
is 
that 
of 
Daniel 
Boone holding court under a tree. 
With our belief that woman has 
just recently come into her own, it 
seems rather surprising that away 
back yonder at the very beginning 
of the kingdom of Israel, many 
years before the people had their 
first king, a woman takes the re­ 
ligious, political and military lead­ 
ership of her people. 
That is exactly what Deborah 
did. 
After all, no race or age has 
ignored the force of ideas or the 
light of genius in women. History’s 
pages, ancient and modern, glow 
with the shining names of great 
women. 
The Bible is radiant with such 
names as Deborah, Ruth, Esther, 
Dorcas, Huldah, Elizabeth, Eunice 
and the Blessed Mary. 
The pages of secular history re­ 
cord the exploits and influence of 
such women as Zenobia of Pal­ 
myra, Catherine of France, Cleo­ 
patra of Egypt, Elizabeth First and 
Victoria of England.

The Cedar-Apple Rust 


By Roy H. D efier 
Forest Management Advisor 
Closely observing travelers or 
rural dw ellers 
have 
noticed, to 
their am azem ent, th a t m any red 
cedars have developed a sort of 
m ultiple C hristm as ball decoration 
during the past fortnight. Those 
who rem em ber will recollect that 
each spring the red cedars cam e 
forth w ith various sized brown 
balls w hich becam e covered w ith 
bright 
orange jelly-like 
fingers 
w h i c h 
eventually 
disappeared 
leaving a dried gall-like structure 
up to an inch or larger in diam eter. 
N um erous inquiries are received 
each spring by the Forestry 
and 
Inform ation Divisions of the Con­ 
servation Com m ission from ob­ 
servers of the annual decoration of 
their red cedars. G eorge O. W hite, 
the S tate Forester, explains the 
phenom enon as one resulting from 
the actions of a tw o-host rust. The 
rust goes by the com plicated nam e 
of G ym nosporangium Ju niperivir- 
ginianae, but 
C edar-A pple 
Rust 
will do just as well. The orange 
jelly-like substance contains thou­ 
sands of tiny spores and when the 


jelly dries up the spores are borne 
by the 
wind to 
various shrubs, 
trees, and grasses. Provided the 
spore lands on any one of the apple 
tribe, the fungus grow th will pro­ 
gress. The rust w ill develop only 
if the host is 
apple, 
haw thorn, 
crab, or one of the allied species. 
The apple trees are infected in 
the spring. Fungus grow th de­ 
velops in th e leaves of the apple 
throughout part of the sum m er and 
eventually throw s out a spore th at 
returns to the red cedar. H ere the 
fungus develops throughout the 
balance of the sum m er and w inter 
and in the spring the hard apple­ 
like grow th develops. However, 
the first spring finds the “apples” 
im m ature and 
no jelly 
grow th 
shows on these yearlings. The sec­ 
ond spring is entirely different for 
then w ith the first w arm hum id 
days the red cedar trees are cover­ 
ed 
w ith 
bright 
orange 
balls, 
beuutiful to look at, horrible to 
touch, and a prom ise of doom to 
som e w eary apple or haw thorn. 
The rust does not seem to dis­ 
turb the cedar too much, but on 
the apple or altern ate host it is 


a different story, for here the dis­ 
ease often seriously defoliates. In 
the case of 
the 
haw thorn con­ 
tinuous infection is often fatal. 
Control is difficult, and in some 
large orchards it is often found 
necessary to rem ove all cedars 
w ithin one mile of the apple trees. 
Spraying the cedars w ith a Bor­ 
deaux m ixture is also a control 
m easure. The one m ile space is not 
a barrier to the rust for the spores 
w ill travel much farther, but a 
buffer strip of this size will keep 
the disease w ithin bounds, espec­ 
ially if spraying is also used. 
The C edar-A pple R ust is no new 
im port from another country, but 
one that has alw ays been with us, 
and with the rapid spread or in­ 
crease in distribution of the red 
cedar it will undoubtedly be with 
us for a long tim e.
